Criticism of 2. judge is not a task 
which a responsible journalist lightly 
undertakes. For this reason, ‘The Sat- 
urday News has’ always been very 
doubtful‘of the wisdom of asking 
meinbers of the judiciary to undertake 
enquiries that have a political. bear- 
ing The advatitages of the system 
are obvious, but they are outweighed 
by the inevitable lowering of the pres- 
tige of the Bench, whichmust’ come 
from its being dragged into a politi- 
cal discussion.
